The risk to the general 
public in Clark County of 
acquiring COVID-19 is now 
considered “moderate,” a 
Southern Nevada Health 
District official said Monday 
after the agency announced 
19 new cases and the coun- 
ty’s first death from the new 
coronavirus. 

The death was of a man in 
his 60s with an underlying 
health condition who had 
been hospitalized in isola- 
tion, the health district said. 
No additional information 
about the victim was imme- 
diately available. 

Clark County now has 35 
reported cases of COVID-19, 
bringing the state’s total to 
45. 

“This loss of life is a trage- 
dy, and we want to express 
our condolences to the fam- 
ily,” Dr. Fermin Leguen, act- 
ing chief health officer of the 
Southern Nevada Health Dis- 
trict, said in a statement. “We 
must continue to emphasize 
how important it is to protect
